If the present House bill, permit- 
ting St. Louis to have saloons under 
local regulation, becomer law, pub- 
lic hearings will at-once be called 
by the Aldermen. All who were 
questioned by a Post-Dispatch re- 

rter seemed agreed on the idea 

hearings, mainly to discuss Sun- 
day closing and high or low license 
fees. 

The House of Delegates, predeces- 
sor body of the Board of Aldermen, 
had at times as many as 10 saloon- 
keepers in its membership_of 28. 
None of the Aldermen seen today 
seemed to fear the word “saloon” 
or the thing itself. 

Emmett Golden’s Views. 

Emmett Golden of the Twenty- 
seventh Ward, vice-president of the 
board, mentioned the fact that the 
Democratic platforms opposed re- 
turn of the saloon. “We may not 
be conforming to the platforms,” 
he said, “but this matter of han- 
dling liquor in a large city is a 
very practical one, and the only 
yay 1 see is sale by the drink. 

“The working man can’t buy a 
bottle or a case whenever he hap- 
pens to want a drink,” Golden said, 
‘and he shouldn’t have to buy a 
meal just because he is thirsty. 
There should be a place where he 
can get a drink, whether it is called 
Saloon, tavern or something else. 
There should be an Excise Commis- 
sioner, appointed by the Mayor, to 
enforce regulations strictly. 

“The. license fee shouldn’t be so 
ligh as to make it impossible for 
keople to get into the business: As 
» Sunday closing, I don’t see why 

well-regulated saloon should be 

osed any day.” 

Pahl Remembers “Lid Clubs.” 

Alderman Pahl of the Twenty- 
fourth Ward remembered that 
before prohibition, when the Sun- 
fay closing law was enforced, “lid 
tubs” sold liquor on Sunday.

seclusion. 

They made no announcement of 
their destination or plans other 
than to say they would hold open 
house at his home here on New 
Year’s day. Reed is 72 years old, 
his bride 43. ) 

Twenty guests assembled at Mrs. 
Donnelly’s apartment for a dinner 
of duck and venison. After the din- 
ner, without any preliminary an- 
nouncement, Federal Judge John C. 
Pollock asked the guests to stand 
and then entered into a discussion 
of marriage. The Judge was well 
along in the ceremony before the 
guests realized they were attending 
a wedding. 

The marriage was the.second for 
both. The first Mrs. Reed, the for- 
mer Laura Olmstead, Cedar Rapids, 
Ia., died Oct. 12, 1932. Divorce last 
year terminated Mrs. Donnelly’s 
marriage to Paul Donnelly. She has 
been active in Democratic politics 
in Missouri and has attended sev- 
eral national conventions.

AVIATRIX SOUGHT 
IN THE KILLING OF 
PASADENA DENTIST 


Police Hope Woman, Fre- 
quent Companion of 
Murder Victim, Will Be 
Able to Furnish Clew. 


BODY IS FOUND 
ON THE STREET 


Wallet and Watch Missing 
but Officers Do Not 
Think That Robbery Was 
the Motive. 


By the Associated Press. 

PASADENA, Cal., Dec. 14.—Po- 
lice are searching for a red-haired 
woman following the murder of Dr. 
Leonard Siever, 45 years old, “es- 
thetic dentist,” whose body was 
found near two stone sphinxes of 
the Scottish Rite Cathedral here 
early yesterday. 

Police said jealousy possibly 
might have been the motive for 
the killing, as a friend reported Dr. 
Siever had “lost all faith in wom- 
en” because a woman to whom he 
was devoted had proved untrue, 

Officers said the red-haired wom- 
an was an aviatrix known in social 
circles for her elaborate parties and 
had been Dr. Siever’s companion on 
many occasions. They hoped she 
might be able to give some clew to 
the death of Dr. Siever, who enjoyed 
a professional and social reputation 
along Pasadena’s “millionaire row.” 

Dr. Siever’s professional cards 
carried the phrase “esthetics in 
dentistry,” and he played soft music 
on a phonograph while he worked 
on his socially prominent patients. 

Watch and Wallet Missing. 

Harold Fox, a milkman, found the 
dentist’s Lody by his.parked aut⸗ 
mobile. Siever had been shot twice, 
once through the base of the skull 
and again through the heart. Dr. 
Siever’s pockets had been rifled and 
his watch and wallet were missing, 
but authorities said they thought 
this had been done in an attempt 
to disguise the motive. 

A note and letter were found in 
his clothing. The note read: “11:30, 
Tuesda:. Rockwell.” 

The letter was from Dr. Leon G. 
Lyons; Hollywood dentist, who told 
investigators it concerned French 
lessons Siever had been taking from 
him in exchange for dental work. 
It referred to a $2 debt. 

The “Rockwell” referred to in the 
note was Miss Mary Rockwell of 
Hollywood, Detective - Lieutenant 
Robert Sears learned. She was a 
patient of Dr. Siever and the “11:30” 
referred to the time of her appoint- 
ment with the dentist. 

He Had an Engagement. 

The time of the killing was set 
by authorities as between 6:30 and 
7:15 p. m. Tuesday. Dr, Siever left 
his office about that time, police 
learned, and was to have called for 
Mrs. Frances Coen Cooke, socially 
prominent divorcee, to escort her to 
the home of Mrs. Edna Herbst, also 
socially prominent. 

“Leonard called me Tuesday aft- 
ernoon and asked me to go with 
Mrs. Cooke and himself to play 
squash,” Mrs. Herbst told author- 
ities. 

Mrs. Cooke said she “waited and 
waited for Leonard and when he 
didn’t come I became angry and 
then worried.” 

“Finally I telephoned Mrs. Herbst 
and then I went to her home in a 
taxicab,” she continued. “We agreed 
that something serious must have 
happened and both of us worried.” 

Described as “Trusted Pal.” 

Mrs, W. Paul Loveland told police 
Dr. Siever had been a “trusted pal” 
of hers and directed that his af- 
fairs be turned over to Wheelock 
Pooler, whom she described as 
“Siever’s friend.” 

Dr. Francis P. Weston, former 
Pasadena police surgeon with whom 
Siever, a bachelor, made his home, 
said Siever was known among his 
intimates as a mystic and a student 
with a strong desire for knowledge. 
He played the violin and was a stu- 
dent in a music course. 

Siever was born in Siban, Russia. 
His parents brought him to Amer 
ica when he was a child and he was 
graduated from the University of 
Michigan in 1916. He was natural- 
ized the same year. He was a 
founder of the Artist-Student 
League, a benefit foundation for 
music students, to which he con- 
tributed several scholarships. 

Dr. Siever’s only known relative 
is Mrs. Rose Dinkawitz of Norwalk, 
Conn., and police said they were in 
communication with her. |

The old 
style of wrestling was very much 
like that. One wrestler would grab 
a leg for 15 minutes or so, and 
then he’d grab the other one for 
half an hour, and after a while 
the crowd would go home. Now it’s 
hard to get them to go home.” 


Hard to Call Fouls. 

Taylor agreed the new school of 
wrestling tended to produce fouls, 
but unless the aggrieved wrestler 
claimed a foul, he said, it was hard 
for the referee to call one. Some 
of the “bad boys,” he admitted, 
were pretty rough. Zaharias, he 
said, was the “king of them all,” 
but Daviscourt was just about as 
bad.

by the Senate today to throw the 
liquor bill into a conference com- 


mittee. 

Immediately on convening of the 
Senate this morning, Senator Don- 
nelly, majority floor leader, offered 
@ motion, which was adopted, to 
refuse to concur in all the 6 
amendments adopted by the House 
to the Senate bill, and to ask the 
House to recede from the amend- 
ments. 

This was a perfunctory form of 
motion, and was followed by a re- 
fusal of the House to recede from 
its amendments. It requested the 
appointment of a conference com- 

Conference Committee Chosen. 

Members of the joint conference 
committee were announced this af- 
ternoon by Senator Kinney of St. 
Louis, president pro tem of the 
Senate, and Speaker Meredith of 
the House, before the convening of 
the two houses for the afternoon 
session. 

The conference committee will be 
made up of five members of each 
house. In the past it has been cus 
tomary to appoint three members 
from each house to conference com- 
mittees. The committee was en- 
larged at the request of Meredith, 
who said more than half of the; 
House members had asked for ap- 
pointments to the committee. 

The Senate members are: Don- 
nelly of Lebanon, Democratic ma- 
jority floor leader in the Senate; 
Clark of Richmond; Casey of Kan- 
sas City, all Democrats; Terry of 
Festus and Titus of Joplin, both 
Republicans. 

The House members are; Dale of 
Ray County; Hayward of Shelby; 
Bennett of Dent; Taylor of Chari- 
ton, all Democrats, and Presley of 
Dallas, Republican minority floor 
leader.in the House. 

The conference committee  in- 
cludes only one member from the 
larger cities—Senator Casey of Kan- 
sas City. House members had 
urged Speaker Meredith to appoint 
House members from both St. Louis 
and Kansas City, but he restricted 
his selections to rura! sections of 
the State. However, Representa- 
tive Taylor of Chariton County, of- 
fered the House amendment to the 
Senate control bill, which the House 
adopted, giving St. Louls home rule. 

Protest by St. Louisan. 

Members of the House delega- 
tions from the City of St. Louis and 
St. Louls County protested against 
the ignoring of the city and county 
in the Speaker's selections. 

“It is very unjust that a city of 
more than 800,000 popunlation be 
left out,” said Representative 
O’Brien of the Fourth (St. Louis) 
District. “We asked for representa- 
tion on the Houst committee, but 
were ignored.” 

Representative Ryan of St. Louis 
County, also protested. “The coun- 
ty has more than 211,000 popula- 
tion,” Ryan said. ' 

The report, if the committee can 
reach an agreement, will recom- 
mend that the Senate concur :n cer- 
tain of the amendments, and that 
the House recede from the others. 
However, the committee has the 
power to make any recommenda- 
tions it sees fit, even to completely 
rewriting the bill. The report will 
be of effect only when it is ap- 
proved by both houses, and if it 
should be rejected by either house 
a new conference: committee would 
be appointed and the work done 
over again, and so on until some 
committee made a report acceptable 
to both houses. There have been 
times in other sessions when as 
many as six conference committees 
were appointed before an agree- 
ment was reached. 

Although the adoption of 66 
amendments by the House might 
be taken to indicate the two houses 
were far apart, as a matter of fact 
many of the amendments are of an

Sale by Drink Chief Issue. 
The principal difference is on the 
question of' permission for sale by 
the drink. 

As passed by the Senate the bill 
permitted sale by the drink any 
place in the State, in effect author- 
izing saloons any place, but per- 
mitting such sale to be outlawed by 
vote in any incorporated city, town 
or village, or in the area in any 
country outside of incorporated 
places. | 

The House amended the bill to 
grant St. Louis complete home rule 
in liquor matters, but prohibited 
sale by the drink in the rest of the 
State except in railroad dining cars 
of any liquor, except wine and beer 
having an alcoholic content of not 
more than 12 per cent, which would 
be permitted in hotel dining rooms 
and guest rooms, restaurants and 
clubs. Local option as to these by- 
the-drink sales was authorized by 
a House amendment in any city or 
town having a population of 1000 
or more, and in the area of any 
county outside of towns of that 


The Senate and House are in 
agreement that package or bottle 
sale shall be permitted any place 
in the State and that no local op- 
tion is authorized on sale by the 
bottle. 


Demand From Kansas City. 


The St. Louis home rule provi- 
sion will be the subject of discus- 
sion in the committee with the 
prospect of a change to permit 
Kansas City, and possibly some 
smaller cities, to exercise the same 
right. Since the adoption of the 
St. Louis amendment Tuesday 
night, there has been a strong de- 
mand from Kansas City that it be 
included in this provision. 

The two houses are not far apart 
on the subject of taxes. The Sen- 
ate fixed the tax on hard liquor 
at 80 cents a gallon, and the House 
at 96 cents. The Senate tax on 
beer was 93 cents a barrel and that 
of the House $1. 

The difference is more ,pro- 
nounced on license fees. The Sen- 
ate adopted a license of $200 a year 
for places in which liquor was sold 
by the package, while the House 
fixed it at $25. The Senate permit- 
ted County Courts to fix iocal lt- 
censes at $200 to $400 a year, while 
the House limited the local license 
fee to $25. No limit was placed by 
either house on license fees which 
municipalities may impose. 

With these exceptions, the House 
amendments deal largely with the 
machinery of operating the law and 
with small details which should 
cause the conferees little trouble.

Short of Five Million. 

While the sales tax appears to be 
dead, that does not mean that no 
money will be raised for relief, but 
it probably means the amount will 
fall short of the $5,000,000 a year 
which Wallace Crossidy, State Re- 
lief Director, has said is the min- 


imum amount which will be re 
quired. It had been estimated that 
the sales tax would produce $7,000,- 
000 annually, and that, with the 
revenue to be derived from liquor 
tax and liquor licenses, it would 
care for the relief needs and meet 
the State revenue deficit, which will 
exceed $2,000,000 by Jan. 1. 

Senator Casey and other oppo- 
nents of the sales tax have esti- 
mated the liquor revenue will be ap- 
proximately $4,250,000 annually, but 
there are no dependable statistics 
on which to make estimates. Some 
Senators have expressed doubt that 
it will exceed $2,000,000. 

For a time there was a prospect 
that bills increasing the inheritance 
tax, which have passed the House, 
would add $1,500,000 to $2,000,000 
of new revenue, but the opposition 
to these bills when taken up in the 
Senate yesterday was so strong that 
Senator Joffee, who was handling 
them, feared to let them get to a 
vote, and placed them on the infor- 
mal calendar. 

If the tobacco tax bill, which has 
been permitted to slumber, should 
be brought out and passed, it 
might produce $1,500,000 a _ year. 
The motor oi] tax, which Senator 
Donnelly is considering, | would 
produce considerable revenue, but 
he has not obtained any satisfac- 
tory basis for estimating the 
amount. 

The fact is, that there has been 
current for some time a report that 
ruling powers in theseSenate in- 
tended to adjourn the Legislature 
as soon as the liquor bill was put 
in final shape and passed. Sena- 
tor Casey said on the floor several

Former president of the Farm- 
ers’ & Merchants’ Bank at Jeffer- 
son City, Houchin resigned about a 
week before the bank closed on 
April 2, 1926. 

Houchin at one time operated an 
overall factory at Jefferson City, 
using convict labor, later moving 
the company to St. Louis and using 
free labor. In running for the nomi- 
nation for Governor, he was de-- 
feated both times in the primary. 

Surviving also are his daughter, 
Mrs. Myrene Hobbs; his father, 
John B. Houchin, and two sisters, 
all of Jefferson City, and a brother, 
Will Houchin, White Hall, Ill. His 
wife, member of a pioneer Missouri 
family, died in 1924.

saloon license fees, he would rec- 
ommend a tax at least equal to that 
before prohibition, and possibly as 
high as the $1500 suggested by Col- 
lector Koeln.

St. Louis Workers Demand 
Higher Wages and Guarantee 
of 32 Hours a Week. 


A strike of St. Louis packing 
house employes is threatened in 
omnes of workers’ demands for 
higher wages and guaranteed hours. 

A secret strike vote was taken 
yesterday and the result will be an- 
nounced tomorrow noon. ( 

Leaders claim that St. Louis pack- 
ing plants are “100 per cent union” 
as a result of an organization drive 
begun last August. The local group 
has been chartered in the Amaiga- 
mated Meat Cutters’ ana Butchers’ 
Workmen of North america, affil- 
iated with the American Federation 
of Labor. In the event the work- 
ers vote to strike, the date of the 
walkout will be set by the union 
international executive board, meet- 
ing at Chicago. 

It is estimated 2500 butchers and 
laborers are employed in 25 &t. 
Louis packing plants. About 1000 
workers filled North St. Louis Tur- 
ner Hall last night to “hear talks by 
E. W. Jimerson of East St. Louis, 
international union vice-president, 
and Michael Roth, secretary-trea- 
surer of the local group A meet- 
ing attended by several hundred 
night workers was held in the af- 
ternoon at the same hall. Ballots 
were passed among the men. The 
results are being tabulated today. 

Jimerson told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the union representa- 
tives had dickered with individual 
employers for several months with- 
out results. The employes are ask- 
ing for minimum wage scales of 
75 cents an hour for butchers and 
60 cents an hour for laborers, with 
@ guarantee of 32 hours’ work a 
week. The present wage scales 
are 45 to 52 cents for butchers and 
42% cents for laborers, the latter 
being the hourly minimum under 
the packing house code adopted 
Aug. 1. 

Asked for his opinion of the 
temper of the employes, Jimerson 
described them as “dissatisfied with 
conditions.” The present average 
weexly working period is less than 
according to Jimerson, 
who said that at the present mini- 
mum scales this constituted “less 
than a living wage.” 


A wage increase of 3% per cent 
to 10 per cent given 1200 employes | 
of the Independent Packing Co.,| 
owned by Swift & Co., a week ago, | 
was described by Jimerson as “in- 
adequate and designed to placate 
dissatisfied employes.” 

Swift & Co., and Armour & Co., 
raised the wages of workers in 
their East St. Louis plants 10 per 
cent on Dec. 2. The East Side 
workers had been paid less than 
those in St. Louis packing plants.

Tichacek’s death, in August, 1932, 
conditions changed rapidly for the 
worse and the children ceased to 
receive proper care, witnesses said. 
Says She Cleaned Up House, 

“Conditions were simply pitiful,” 
testified Mrs. Byrdella Finch, who 
entered the home last July as the 
bride of Harry Finch., “The whole 
house was filthy, the beds were not 
changed regularly and the place was 
overrun with vermin. When I moved 
in I wouldn’t consider putting my 
belongings in until everything. was 
cleaned up. The cause of the 
trouble was that Harry was away 
at work most of the time and the 
others there didn’t know -how to 
keep house.” 
The house once more is a suitable 
abode as a result of her efforts, 
Mrs. Finch testified, and she is 
eager to have Betty Jane remain. 
“I loved that child long before Mrs. 
Tichacek died and I used to ask 
her to let Betty Jane stay with me 
occasionally. She wouldn’t let me 
have her then but told me some day, 
perhaps, Betty Jane would be my 
own. Now she is like my own 
daughter and loves me as much as 
I do her.” Mrs. Finch, 39 years old, 
has been married four times and 
has two grown sons, who live out 
of the city. 

Mrs. Finch, under cross-examina- 
tion today, denied she was arrested 
and fined $100 in 1929 for driving 
an automobile when intoxicated. 
Police Sergt. William J. Sweetin of 
the Soulard Street District, how- 
ever, testified he arrested her vn 
Russell boulevard and took her to 
City Hospital, where she was pro- 
nounced intoxicated. 
“She was unable to get out of her 
car and could not walk without 
assistance,” he testified. “Later on 
the case came up in Police Court 
and she was fined $100.” 

Girl’s Mother Testifies. 
Mrs. Coleman, 32 years old, a 
wooden shoe-heel trimmer, testified 
one of her reasons for wanting the 
child back, besides her natural de- 
sire as a mother, was because she 
had heard Betty Jane was not be- 
ing properly cared for.

These proposals are 
part of Mayor Dickmann’s new 
$20,000,000 improvement program, 
contingent on the voting of a bond 
issue to pay the city’s share, which 
was announced when a Building 
Trades Council committee 
on the Mayor Tuesday.

For City-Owned Utilities. 

It was brought out that the coun- 
cil had communicated with other 
Missouri labor groups and written 
legislators in an effort to have the 
municipal utility bills passed. One 
delegate said: “It’s time to prevail 
on our representatives at Jefferson 
City we want something for St. 
Louis and not for a bunch of power 
magnates.” 

The ‘city’s PWA application on 
the two plazas and the war me- 
morial, which is to go on Memorial 
Plaza, asks for a $717,000 grant, 
placing the total cost at $2,890,000.

President Roosevelt’s aids have 
added minimum estimates for 
emergency expenditures and found 
they totaled $2,775,000,000 without 
figuring in a cent for the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation, 
whose requirements cannot be fore- 
cast. To that amount they added 
$2,600,000,000 of budget bureau esti- 
mates for the ordinary governmen- 
tal operating expenses during the 
next fiscal year. 

“One of the items figuring in the 
budget was brought prominently to 
the fore by the disclosure by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt that he intended to 
continue the work of the ~/ Civil 
Works Administration until next 
spring, gradually tapering off the 
work between March 1 and May 1. 
By .that time, the administration 
hopes that the public works pro- 
gram will be able to absorb grad- 
ually those now cared for by the 
civil works plan.

PARAGUAYANS TAKE 
‘BOLIVIAN STRONGHOLD 


Capture Saavedra in Chaco — 
Munoz Fortress Reported 
in Flames. 


By the Associated Press. 

BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 14.—The 
Paraguayan army. was reported, in 
dispatches from Asuncion, Para- 
guay, to have taken the Bolivian 
stronghold, Fort Saavedra, and 
swept westward to bombard Fort 
Munoz, another Bolivian post in the 
Chaco Boreal. Fort Munoz was 
said to be in flames. 

The capture of Saavedra was an- 
nounced by the Paraguayan Min- 
istry of Defense. The communique 
said Saavedra was captured after 
the Bolivian garrison set fire to the 
barracks. 

Advices from Asuncion yesterday 
told of the fall of the Bolivian for- 
tress, Murgia, adding that at that 
time the Paraguayans were fight- 
ing their way steadily nearer Saa- 
vedra. 

Only the Seventh Division of the 
Bolivian army remained intact in 
the Chaco area. Four regiments 
remained of the Second Division 
and part of the First. The rest of 
the army were Paraguayan prison- 
ers of war. 

A high officer of the Paraguayan 
Defense Ministry stated that in the 
capture of Aliguata and Gondra 
fortresses the Paraguayans had 
taken 9000 prisoners, including 250 
officers, with 3000 more prisoners 
in other operations. He said there 
were known to be 1700 Bolivian cas- 
ualties in the fighting of the last 
two days. 

A badly nepleted Bolvian army 
faced new Paraguayan onslaughts 
today, while Governments of both 
countries prepared to consider a 
strenuous plea from the Pan- 
American conference at Montevideo 
for an armistice. The conference 
hoped for an answer within 48 
hours. 


Bolivia Names New Commander :of 
Forces in Chaco.

LA PAZ, Bolivia, Dec. 14~—The 
Ministry of War today announced 
that Gen. Enrique Penaranda had 
been made commander-in-chief of 
Bolivian forces in the war against 
Paraguay in the Chaco.

SENT TO MEXICAN CONGRESS: 


First Country Acts to Ratify Pact 
Signed at World Economic 
Pariey.

MEXICO, D. F., Dec. 14. — The 
Government yesteraay sent to the 
Mexican Congress for ratification 
the silver treaty signed at the 
World Economic Conference July 22 
under which eight signatory na- 
tions agreed to take steps to raise 
the value of silver, increase its use 
as currency and prevent dumping. 

Mexico, Australia, Canada, the 
United States and Peru signed the 
treaty as producers, and India, Chi- 
na and Spain as consumers. Mex- 
ico is the first country to request 
ratification. 

The Ministry of Finance, in a 
statement accompanying the _re- 
quest, declared Mexico already had 
gone farther than it promised to do 
in the treaty, and that the Bank

For Auto License Fee Cut. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

AM well pleased with the work so far 
] of the State Legislature on the bill to 
reduce automobile license fees, and with 
the recommendations of Gov. Park jn re- 
gard to it. 

There is no doubt that the present 
rates are unjust. Though we do not ex- 
pect a perfectly fair schedule of rates, 
yet a great improvement can easily be 
made. Farmers are paying license fees 
on old cars that are in many instances 
not worth the license fee! But such ve- 
hicles provide them with a means of 
making the weekly trip to town. If more 
road money is needed, let the rates be 
raised on the newer and higher-priced 
cars. Men who own such cars are able 
to stand the additional amount, and they 
get the most benefit from the improved 
roads. A man who makes his living by 
the daily use of his car should certainly 
pay a higher fee than one who makes 
but one or two short trips each week. 

It is reasonable to believe that lower 
rates will mean that more fees will be 
paid and that the road funds will not be 
greatly diminished. Moreover, I believe 
that we can get along quite as well with 
less expenditure on roads. We cannot 
live by roads alone! How much more 
important are our roads than are our 
public schools? 

I am confident that more than a ma- 
. jority of the people of the State are for 
a reduction of automobile license fees, 
and the will of the people should be em- 
bodied in a State law. The people were 
disappointed when the Legislature failed 


can have forgotten the promise with which the Legis- 
lature met soon after the New Year. Two months 
before, the people of Missouri had voted for a New 
Deal in government, State as well as national. Demo 
crats had been elected to supplant Republicans in leg- 
islative and administrative offices. Responsibility 
for the public welfare had been placed in new hands 
in the hope of establishing government that would 
respond to the needs of the rank and file instead of to 
the beck and call of specia] interests. - 
In the face of this unmistakable mandate, the Leg- 
islature proceeded to turn its back on every impor 
tant reform with which it was presented.

streams. By a disgraceful bargain between wet and 
dry members, a beer bill was passed, but the Mc 
Cawley bone-dry law was left on the statute books. 
Its sins of commission were as great as those of 
omission. ‘It passed the notorious Buford “mystery” 
bill, a vicious creation of the utility lobby, fortunate- 
ly vetoed by the Governor. It passed the sorry Weeks 
bill, which almost immediately had the State con- 
fused as to its meaning and at a loss over how to 
apply its complicated provisions. It redistricted the 
State for representation in Congress, and did it in 
a fashion so grossly unfair to St. Louis that, in the 
Congress elected next fall, the city and county will 
have a Representative for each 333,000 persons, while 
the rest of the State will have one for each 250,000. 
This shameful performance was properly con- 
demned in every part of the State. Disillusioned Mis- 
souri had seen enough to cause it to repudiate the 
“New Deal” in State government at its earliest oppor- 
tunity. Democratic newspapers, such as the Jeffer- 
son City Capital News, noted the rising dissatisfac- 
tion with deep concern and reminded the party that 
it must be prepared for the inevitable consequences 
of broken campaign pledges. 

As time passed, it became evident that Gov. Park 
would be forced to call the Legislature in special] ses 
sion. With repeal imminent, he acted late in the sum- 
mer to serve the best interests of the State by appoint- 
ing an advisory liquor legislation commission.

For this disgraceful reflection on a people’s ca- 
pacity to govern themselves, the citizens of Missouri 
are largely to blame. They have paid but scant at- 
tention to the qualifications of legislative candidates. 
Good men have offered themselves from time to time, 
only to fail of nomination when the voters did not 
support them in the all-important primary. On the 
other hand, those with special interests to serve have 
made certaifi of nominating and electing candidates 
who would do their bidding. 

There is only one remedy, and that is an awaken- 
ing in the voters of a determination to make the 
Legislature a truly representative body. By spring, 
candidates will be announcing themselves, many of 
them for re-election. In a little more than eight 
months, the primary will be held. The records of 
present members are available to all. They should 
be broadcast in each senatorial] district and county. 
The Missouri Bar Association, for instance, should 
remind the voters which legislators supported its 
campaign to make the bar self-disciplining and which 
ones lined up on the side of Rat Alley.

OUR 48-RING CIRCUS. 

These post-repeal days are taking on the aspect of 
a 48-ring circus, with something going on in every 
ring, though it may be merely talk in those states 
still bound to prohibition by constitution or statute. 
The performances and juggling acts are of entertain- 
ing variety. 

Montana, Michigan, Oregon and Pennsylvania will 
sell liquor through state dispensaries; Illinois -is in 
a blissful and chaotic state of non-regulation, and 
Nevada, with local option, finds that the old-time sa- 
loon has returned to Reno. Legislatures are debating 
the question in several states, but Indiana is saved 
that trouble by having a State Excise Director, who 
used his power to lay down liquor regulations by 
edict. Liquor may be served in public only with 
meals in Arizona, Colorado, Delaware and several 
other states. New York forbids drinkers to stand 
while imbibing, and Pennsylvania requires sitting 
only for the stronger beverages. Missouri, at one 
stage of its bill, planned to permit sale of hard drinks 
only on trains, steamboats and in St. Louis (which 
would have brought about, if nothing else, the long- 
sought recovery of rail and river traffic). 

Any store may sell liquor by the bottle in Cali- 
fornia and Rhode Island, while New York forbids chain 
stores to do so. Indiana permits only drug stores to 
sell bottled goods, and New. Mexico requires the stores 
to have been in operation three years. Licenses cost 
from $8.34 to $500 in New York, range up to $1400 


in Rhode Island, sell for $50 flat in Connecticut and/ 


none is required for the numerous bootleggers of the 
dry-voting Carolinas and various other prohibition 
states. Anyone can purchase drinks in California, 
while most other states bar minors and known drunk- 
ards, and New Mexico requires the customer to have 
a $3 drinking permit. 

There are other wide differences among the states 
in all phases of liquor control. No one who views 
the spectacle of varying experimentation in this field 
can say that a deadening uniformity is falling upon 
the members of our Union, as the states’ righters are 
so fond of declaiming.

WE LEARN A NEW WORD.

Once it was all drama and plumed, glittering ro- 
mance, but that was long ago. Baseball is, and has 
been for years, big business, as occasional glimpses 
at the statistics reveal. Even so, the banker, ever 
the power behind the throne of industrial affairs, 
has managed to escape, so far as we know, any spe- 
cific mention in the publicity of baseball. It has re 
mained for Connie Mack, patriarch of the game, to 
drag the banker out of his invisibility and install 
him in the glare of the headlines. 

Mr. Mack has again smashed his ball team, as he 
did far back in 1914, but the dispersion of 1933 is 
somewhat different.

Op- 
erating expenses had run beyond the revenue, and 
Mack finally touched off the explosive that shook the 
baseball world. They were peddled here, there and 
yonder, those stars of yesteryear, and the team’s 
lean treasury was replenished, and pennants became a 
dim memory and penance a bitter, protracted actu- 
ality. Year after year, Mack floundered in the in- 
iquity of last place, while Philadelphia drained her 
cup of retribution to the dregs. Business prudence 
counseled the procedure, which, however, was in a 
measure optional. There is nothing optional, it seems, 
in the present decision. The banker spoke, and 
Mack mounted the auction block, and the Philadel- 
phia players that have written diamond history will 
wear other colors. 

Plato pronounced the verdict. Ruin follows the 
trader’s rule. That is to say, when the banker comes 
to bat, even as great a pitcher as Grove is knocked 
out of the Athletics’ box. Connie Mack and Phila- 
delphia may ponder that, perhaps, as they trudge the 
long, steep road of reconstruction.

The Spotlight on Personal Devils 


O much of our current discussion has 
S to do with statistics and graphs and 

broad general tendencies and move- 
ments and forces and what not that it gets 
to be tiresome and unreal. We are not 
really at home among these abstractions and 
impersonal things, and every now and then 
we cry out with Leonato in “Much Ado 
About Nothing,” that you cannot 


Fetter strong madness in a silken thread, 
Charm ache with air, and agony with words, 

We must have something substantial to 
chew, something personal and definite to 
deal with. Like Leonato, we then exclaim: 
“Which is the villain? Let me see his 
eyes.” 

And if there is no real villain around, we 
invent one. We have now reached the point 
where Prof. Tugwell is being fitted out 
with horns to frighten ladies and gentlemen 
of property, and Lewis Douglas is being set 
up as the personal devil who is opposing the 
children of light. Prof. Tugwell, it appears, 
is leading a sort of personal conspiracy to 
subvert the American scheme of things, 
and Mr. Douglas is the hard-hearted wretch 
who stands guard at the Treasury and is 
blocking the millennium which, but for him, 
would be just around the corner. 

s * * 

If these things were true, it would cer 
tainly save a lot of time and trouble. You 
get rid of Tugwell, and then we all move 
along happily and prosperously in the good 
old way. Or, you get rid of Douglas and, 
before you know it, the New Deal has been 
dealt and you have made a grand slam. 

I do not think these things are true. Mr. 
Tugwell might be as much of a Socialist 
as they say he is and Mr. Douglas all the 
Tory that they say he is, and still the per- 
sonal diagnosis would not be convincing. It 
would not be convincing even if the Presi- 
dent showed any symptoms of entrusting 
his whole conscience to the legendary Tug- 
well or to the legendary Douglas. 

For revolutions are not made by opinions 
nor prevented by them. I do not think it 
is possible to find an instance where a so- 
cial order has been radically altered because 
someone thought some other kind of order 
would be better.

When these conditions do 
not exist, you may get a change of govern- 
ment, in moments of excitement even a vio- 
lent change; you may get an eighteenth 
amendment or a grandiose law, but when 
the smoke clears away, you are pretty sure 
to find the essential institutions and habits 
of the nation the same,

That, for example, is why Marxism has 
worked out exactly contrary to the Marxist 
theory. According to that theory, the first 
Communist state should have been the most 
advanced capitalist state, Instead, Com- 
munism is triumphant in the least capital- 
istic nation among all the great Powers. 

Why? Because in Russia, and nowhere 
else, there was, as a result of the war, a 
complete breakdown of the social mechan- 
ism and a collapse of all authority and en- 
terprise. Had there been no 
dictatorship, there would inevitably 


had to be a military dictatorship, and that 
dictatorship would have had the task of 
creating an economic system on the ruins 
of the old system. 

That the dictators happened to be Com- 
munists rather than Czarist Generals and 
Grand Dukes was, it seems to me, due ſo the 
fact that the Generals and the Dukes were 
defeated and demoralized and discredited 
men, whereas the Communists were fresh, 
and were organized and ready to take pow- 
er. I believe this because the Communists 
got nowhere at all in any country where 
the old order had any life left in it or any 
leaders capable of defending and operat- 
ing it.

The moral, it seems to me, is that a social 
system is not overthrown by conspiracies, 
nor by propaganda, but only by its own 
weakness. The only way to defend a social 
system is to make it work. The only time 
to have fears for it is when it does not Work. 
As long as it works, providing the bulk 
of the’ people with the satisfactions they 
normally expect from it, it is not suscepti- 
ble to revolution. The body politic, if it 
is reasonably healthy, throws off infection; 
it is only when it is sick that it loses its 
immunity. A social order which is a going 
concern can be reformed at this point or 
that, but to any realistic revolutionist, it 
is a poor prospect. 

All of this will, of course, not be intelligi- 
ble to those who are in the habit of de 
scribing everything they do not agree with 
as revolutionary. There are men, for ex- 
ample, who think that collective bargaining 
is revolutionary, or revaluing the currency, 
or a steep income tax, though measures of 
this sort are accepted as a matter of 
course by a conservative country like En- 
gland. These measures may be good. or 
bad, wise or foolish, but they have nothing 
to do with revolution or the perpetuation 
of American institutions.

Rockford Woman to Tell Her 
Story of Ex-Husband’s 
Death in Auto.

*y ROCKFORD, Ill, Dec. 14-—The 
defense began its presentation of 
Witnesses today at the trial of Mrs. 
May Hanson, charged with the 
murder of her divorced husband. 

Announcement that Mrs. Hanson 
would testify tomorrow was made 
by Defense Attorney John E. Goem- 
bel shortly after the State rested 
its case. Goembel moved for a di- 
rect acquittal but did not argue the 
motion and Judge Arthur E. Fisher 
overruled it immediately. 
<< Goembel also said he would pre- 
sent his own chemists to offset the 
State’s expert testimony concerning 
the burning to death of Earl Han- 
son in his automobile last August. 
The State contends Mrs. Hanson 
set the car afire after she had 
thrown gasoline on her husband. 

The defendant's sister, Miss 
Florence Mudler, was called to the 
stand today, apparently in a de- 
fense effort to discount State evi- 
dence that stains on the dress Mrs. 
Hanson wore the night Hanson 
died were made when she kneit in 
honeysuckle bushes alongside the 
lane where his car passed. 

Miss Mudler testified that after 
the death of Hanson she went to 
the Hanson home and took from 
the mantel there a vase containing 
honeysuckle branches with berries 
on them and took them to her own 
home. It is the defense contention, 
to be brought out in arguments, 
that Mrs. Hanson’s dress became 
stained in picking the bouquet, not 
in kneeling beside the driveway to 
attack her husband. 

The prosecution read yesterday 
from a diary and letters in efforts 
to show a motive for the death. 

The “Little Brown Book”—the 
diary the State maintains Mrs. 
Hanson wrote—made sarcastic ref- 
erences to Hanson. In a letter 
written to Hanson’s employer, 
head of a milling - machine com- 
pany, were the words: 

“But let me warn you that if he 
(Earl) is ever caught prowling 
around here again I'll vow he'll not 
look the same when he leaves.” 

The diary, read by Max Weston, 
Assistant State’s Attorney, after 
Judge Fisher ruled it admiss- 
able, was (filled with terms, 
“the yellow pup,” “dirty skunk” 
and “sneaking liar.” Also were en- 
tries alleging Hanson refused to 
buy food and that at one time a 
physician called to examine Mrs. 
Hanson found her “half-starved.” 

Reading of the diary—written be- 
fore the Hansons’ divorce a year 
ago—occupied most of the after- 
| hoon - session. 

Among the entries were: 

“Dec 80, 31 (1930): June (the 
Hansons’ daughter) and I went to 
Milwaukee for a visit. He left a 
$2 check which was supposed to 
take us up to Milwaukee and back. 
Generous? 

“Jan. 2—All week I’ve had noth- 
ing with my coffee, so I had to 
walk to town to buy some yeast 
and flour so that I could make 
some coffee bread. 

“Jan. 21—Wed.—Am half starved. 
Tonight I refuse to get any more 
meals for the yellow cur. 

“Feb. 28—Earl] didn’t come home 
all night. 

“Mar. 2—He come home about 2 
o’clock and took out all his belong- 
ings. 

“March 27 (Friday)—Ask him for 
some money to get something to 
eat. Was told at the shop office 
that I would get thrown out -be-. 
| cause I’ve asked my $800 a month

$25,000 Damage to Temporary Steel

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 14-—- 
Seven hundred feet of an 1100-foot 
temporary trestle on fhe Golden 
Gate bridge project were washed 
away by high seas last night.

Six 
weeks ago a guide tower and part 
of the outer end of the trestle were 
swept away by strong tides.

A jobless shoeworker, whose wife 
of less than three weeks thought he 
was “a $10,000 a year Government 
narcotic inspector,” was arrested 


last night after the bride had dis- 
covered the Government job was a 


myth. . 
But she forgave him today, as 
Federal agents prepared to seek 
a warrant charging John Grover 
Nagel, 43 years old, with imper- 
sonating a Federal officer. It was 
decided to hold him for further in- 
vestigation, his wife leaving him 
with the injunction, “Now, don't 
do any more lying, John.” 
Nagel was arrested at his moth- 
er’s home at 4734 South Grand ave- 
nue where his wife had gone from 
Hotel Statler when he failed to re- 
appear Friday after telling her to 
pack up because he had instruc- 
tions to report to Washington. 
Nagel admitted to police and 
John M. Tully, narcotic inspector in 
charge of the Federal office here, 
that he was “just a fool—and I'll 
never do it again.” 
He explained, police said, that he 
became so-discouraged after losing 
his job, home and wife that he 
“took to drinking” and when friends 
asked him what ‘ie was doing he 
would say, “Oh, I'm with the Gov- 
ernment.” His first wife divorced 
him in May, he said. 
Shortly afterward he began to 
court Mrs. Charlotte James, a wid- 
ow, then residing at 4750 South 
Grand avenue, he said, and they 
were married Nov. 29, going to 
Hotel Statler. 
Mrs. Nagel thought she had 
married a narcotic inspector until 
Saturday morning when she called 
the narcotic office to inquire where 
he was. 
Tully interviewed her, learned that 
he had told her he worked “on big 
cases” and traveled about the 
country so much that his first wife 
divorced him. After talking to 
Tully, she moved from the hotel! 
and subsequently received a post- 
card from Nagel from Springfield, 
Mo., telling her “not to worry,” that 
he had a rush assignment that had 
taken him first to Memphis, Tenn.’ 
and then to Springfield. 
- When he appeared last night his 
wife telephoned Tully, who went 
with Detective-Sergeant Roach and 
arrested him. Inquiry at the hotel 
developed he had failed to pay a 
bill there of about $45, explaining 
to the management he would do 
so as goon as his Government 
check arrived.

Posts $1500 Forfeit 


The signing took place after 
court had adjourned in the trial of 
Harry 8S. Sharpe, former referee, 
who is suing Promoter Tom Packs 
as a result of alleged injuries 
Sharpe suffered following a 
wrestling match at the Coliseum, 
Feb. 17, 1930. 
Testimony offered by Promoter 
Packs, on the witness stand, led up 
to the signing. He was being cross- 
examined by Sharpe’s counsel, who 
was attempting to show that Packs 
uses wrestlers of one particular 
group, or circuit, and excludes oth- 
er wrestlers from his cards. 
Asked if he operated under a 
franchise, Packs replied “there was 
no such thing in wrestling.” 

‘Do you have your own circuit?” 
“No. I use any wrestler I can 
get if I want him.” 

Denies Wrestlers Are Paid Salaries. 
“Do any of your wrestlers work 
on a fixed salary?” 

Packs replied in the negative, 
and explained that he discussed 
financial terms of wrestlers, in a 
general way, with Commissioner 
Taylor, and also submitted lists of 
wrestlers whom he desired to use. 
Spectators in the crowded court- 
room leaned forward eagerly, for 
here was “inside stuff” that has 
long interested St. Louis wrestling 
customers.

What Do You Know About the

1. You know that your partner 
has only two or three losers in his 
hand, according to whether he has 
bid a minor or a major suit. For 
slam purposes, Can you eliminate 
any losers for him? For this you 
must supply some high card or 
ecards. 

2. You know that there is a game 
somewhere. To ascertain in which 
declaration the game should be bid, 
your partner is interested only in 
your distribution. He does not need 
from you any nigh card for game, 
but he does need to find the best 
fit in the two hands. Your 13 
cards, therefore, supply the key to 
joint holdings of 26 cards solely 
by their grouping. 

3. You know that the suit he has 
bid consists of at least five cards; 
consequently Q x x or K x is norma] 
support for that suit. 


4. The bidding can proceed un- 
hurriedly, as there is a broad ex- 
panse of leeway available. The bid- 
ding must be taken to game at 
least; so make use of your freedom 
to make constructive or sign-off 
bids all the way up to the game 
level, which is seldom below four, 
though at times the bidding will 
stop at three no trumps. 


There Is Only One Unnatural, Ar- 
tificlal Response. 


The only response which can be 
so oharacterized is when you re- 
spond with a hand which would 
have required you to pass had your 
partner opened with a bid of only 
one. That is to say, when you re- 
spond only because you are forced 
to respond. Your way of saying this 
is by means of the minimum nega- 
tive. 


Response of Two No Trumps. 
This tells your partner two facts 
about your hand: 


1. That you do not possess any 
five-card suit headed by the king 
or queen-jack; and that you do not 
possess a six-card suit of any kind. 


2. That you do not provide the 
means for him to get into your hand 
twice, either in no trumps or with 
his suit as trumps. I really think 
of this artificial response as being 
natural in its own way. You em- 
ploy a bid still in the range of two- 
odd to tell your partner that you 
lack a normally natural response. 
From now on he must take control, 
as your further function consists 
solely in not passing below the level 
of a game. If he bids a second suit 
you are called on to show your 
preference in the ordinary manner; 
but any slam bidding must then be 
done by the opening bidder by vir- 
tue of his own hand.

The air pilot now picks up news 
on wireless, Some day he will pick 
up power in the same way, taking 
it from different waterfalls and 
power plants as he crosses the con- 
tinent, and from the west and east 
sides of the Atlantic Ocean as he 
crosses to Europe. The thing has 
been done in a small way experi- 
mentally, just as Marconi’s wireless 
began by sending a single letter 
across the ocean.

Gous burdens of gasoline,

You will notice that beside your 
cocktail glass there are four dif- 
ferent kinds of wine glasses. With 
the soup I will give you Amontillado 
sherry. The hot turtle soup accen- 
tuates the feeling of well-being. 
Then you get a fish course, flaky 
white filet of sole a la Marguery. 
Another glass and another wine, 
this time a white wine, Sauterne of 
Bordeaux or Chablis of Burgundy. 

Now that you are ready for the 
piece de resistance, the main part 
of the meal, which during the 
“sandwich era” was condensed and 
swaddied in bread. Roast saddle 
of lamb will do very nicely. With 
the roast you must have a bottle 
of good red wine—Beaume Burgun- 
dy, Chateau Lafite Bordeaux or 
Rhine Rotweine. The wine will 
help you digest your dinner by stim- 
ulating your gastric juices, 

Now you come to your last glass 
—a shallow goblet that will come 
into use with the salad for Cham- 
pagne. By this time conversation 
is lively and witty. You are no 
longer hungry, but you want some- 
thing to nibble at—a dessert or a 
bit of cheese. If cheese, I recom- 
mend a he Camembert or Roque- 
fort, a cheese that can swing a hay- 
maker and walk on its own power. 
With this you get port wine.

A 
real connoisseur of wine can tell 
everything he wants to know about 
wine by the cork. If it swells up 
twice its natural size and is spongy, 
the wine ig unacceptable. The cork 
should smell only of wine. To be 
right, the cork should be hard as 
wood. If the wine is more than 20 
years old, the cork should be 
stained half its length. 

When the host says that he is 
satisfied with the cork, the label 
and the cobwebs on the bottle, the 
waiter carefully pours three drops 
of wine into the bottom of the host’s 
glass. This invariable European 
custom is said to date from the 
Middle Ages, when hosts first tasted 
the wine they served to prove to 
their guests that no foul play was 
intended. 


After the host tastes the wine 

and remains alive, the waiter pro- 
ceeds to pour the wine into the 
other glasses. Now here is a point 
you must remember: The glasses 
are filled only three-quarters full. 
* If champagne is served, the wait- 
er brings the bottle in a bucket of 
ice. For a full five minutes he ro- 
tates the bottle by rubbing his 
hands back and forth over the 
neck, Then he removes the cork 
with a deft twist of the thumb and 
forefinger. If the cork‘ does not 
make a loud pop, the wine is re- 
turned to the cellar. A sort of steam 
or vapor always comes out of the 
neck of a good bottle of cham- 
pagne when it is opened. 

When liqueurs are served after 
the meal, the real skill of the wine 
waiter is exhibited. Liqueurs are 
served in thimble-like glasses. I 
have seen waiters who pour just 
enough benedictine to make a 
round bubble at the top of the 
glass without spilling a drop over 
the side of the glass. 


Old brandy is served in large 
goblets. The gourmet warms the 
liquid in the bottom of the glass 
with his hands. He sniffs the 
fragrance of the bouquet, talks 
about it and occasionally takes a 
small sip. A dyed-in-the-wool Na- 
poleon brandy drinker often de- 
votes two hours to the consump- 
tion of an ounce of rare old brandy.

A awete from my book, “Home 

Party Recipes,” that I wrote 

when I presided behind the bar at 

McTague’s. Says the book: “The 

place in which it is intended to 

keep wine, whether it be a cellar or 

other storage, should fulfill the fo)- 
lowing conditions: 

“First, should have an even tem- 
perature varying only from 53 to 55 
degrees; second, should be as dark 
as possible; third, should be pro- 
tected against vibrations of the 
ground which are caused by pass- 
ing street traffic and by freight 
trains on railroads; fourth, should 
never contain anything whatever 
which might cause fermentation, 
such as beer, cider, vegetables, 
fruits, shrubs, etc. 

“Finally, all bottles or jars con- 
taining wines must ‘be well corked 
and kept in a reclining position. 
Whenever a bottle or jar has been 
opened but not entirely consumed 
at the time, we always recommend 
that such left-over remnants should 
be placed in one or more smaller 
bottles, which should be complete- 
ly filled and well corked.” 

The reason for all this is that 
deterioration of wine is chiefly due 
to the action of air, light, heat and 
cold. 

Here are a few rules to observe 
in the service of wines: , 

1. All red wines—Bordeaux, Bur- 
gundies and Chianti—should be 
brought up from the cellar two to 
three hours before serving and 
poured at room temperature. 

2. White wines should be served 
very cool; therefore, they should 
not be fetched from the cellar un- 
til serving time. 

3. White ports, sherries and ma- 
deiras are served cool, while red 
ports, tarragons and liqueurs are 
served either cool or at room tem- 
perature, according to individual 
taste. 

‘4 Champagnes and _ sparkling 
wines—Burgundy and Vouvray— 
are always served on ice. The bot- 
tle should be kept lying flat in a 
cool cellar, because if they are ver- 
tical for more than 24 hours the 
corks in the bottles dry up and the 
gas contained in the bottle escapes.

Kindergarten 


Miss Christine Glass, B. S., M. A, 
in the “Old Blossom Place,” a 20- 
room house with extensive grounds 
at 829 North Union boulevard. On 
bright days, the passer-by may see 
groups of the students enjoying 
themselves outside, during the play 
periods, some just past the toddling 
stage, some nearing the age of 
“graduation” into kindergarten. 
For Miss Glass will admit a child 
at 18 months, or younger if able to 
walk, and will continue the training 
through the fifth year. 

The school, as well as many oth- 
ers throughout the city conducted 
on a similar principle, has proved a 
boon to mothers who lack the; fa- 
cilities or time to give their chil- 
dren th epreliminary training they 
feel a child should have. Especially 
in the case of an only child, or one 
whose parents live in an apartment, 
is the pre-school a help in afford- 
ing the child companionship, or, 
more important, co-operation and 
mutual consideration as well as col- 
lective training. 

Believing that certain disabilitics 
arise from being the oldest or the 
youngest child, just as much as 
from being an only child, Miss Glass 
has divided her school into four 
groups, according to age. The first 
group includes those between 18 
and 30 months old. The- second, 
those around 3 years; the third, 
those around 4 years ojd, and the

“the day’s routine for each group 
is built around the child’s neéds for 
food, sleep, activity, physical and 
mental, and sunlight.”

tery, and what we know about the. 
ispecific ways of preventing it 


amounts to very, very little. 

However, in medical science, as 
in many other spheres, we are at 
times compelled to accept a crumb 
where even half a loaf cannot be 
had. 

Fortunately there are a few 
worthwhile crumbs to be picked up 
in our search for ways to fight the 
common cold. 

The first crumb, and perhaps the 
most important, is diet. It has been 
demonstrated fairly well that the 
diet which is well balanced, that is, 
which is made up of a variety of 
foods and which contains an abun- 
dance of vitamins, and particularly 
a sufficiency of vitamin A, favors 
resistance to infection. . 

A number of American and En- 
glish research workers have shown 
that when the diet is deficient in 
vitamin A, the lining membranes 
of the respiratory and digestive 
tracts undergo degeneration and in 
consequence become permeable to 
bacteria. 

It is possible that because of de- 
fective diet certain individuals are 
particualrly susceptible to colds, 
There is no risk involved in acting 
on the hypothesis that an improved 
diet may help one to escape colds. 

Crumb number two deals with in- 
fection: Though we do not as yet 
know definitely what causes the 
common cold or whether the dif- 
ferent germs associated with it are 
responsible, we do know from com- 
mon experience that one “catches 
cold.” Therefore, it is a practical 
and wise policy to avoid too close 
contact with those who have colds. 

A good precaution in this direc- 
tion is ta wash one’s hands thor- 
oughly in hot water and with soap 
before eating. It is quite probable 
that much contagious material is 
carried by soiled hands. Soiled here 
means not dirty, but bacterially in- 
fected. 

The third crumb goncerns ade- 
quate dress, and here keeping the 
feet dry and the extremities warm 
is of special importance. 


Chemistry and Health 


REAT and fundamental strides 
6* been made in recent years 

in determining more clearly the 
relation of chemistry to health. 

Diet is undeniably the sphere in 
which greatest progress has been 
registered in recent years in medi- 
cine, and here chemistry plays an 
important role. 

The discovery of vitamins, their 
chemical ‘analysis and reproduction, 
have given us a deeper insight into 
human physiology and the nature 
of abnormal and disease conditions. 

These studies have led us far 
afield and from _the study of diets 
and vitamins we have been led into 
the field of hormones and to such 
remote and apparently unrelated 
subjects as the sexual cycle and 
cancer, 

Hormones are the chemical sub- 


stances produced by the glands of 


internal secretion. These regulate 
many of the fundamental] functions 
of the body. 


this respect vitamins closely re- 
semble hormones. 

In hormones and vitamins, there- 
fore, we have two very important 
groups.of chemical substances, one 
of which is produced in the human 
body and the other by outside liv- 
ing things. 

It appears, however, that the body 
can also in a measure produce its 
own vitamins out of crude ‘sub- 
stances. j 

Thus, we know that under the

material found in so many fruits 
and vegetables, notably in carrots, 
when taken into the body can be 
converted into vitamin A. 

Fascinating and highly promising 
is the analysis of the chemical 
structure of both hormones and 
vitamins. These analyses lead us 
into the mystery of the effects of 
these substances and may give us 
the means wherewith to solve some 
of the puzzling problems of mod- 
ern-day medicine, including perhaps 
that of cancer. 


Climate aia Health 


E do not as yet understand 
W fully just how climate affects 

health, but both experience 
and reason point to an intimate re- 
lationship between the two. 

And it stands to reason that since 
the life and well-being of all ani- 
mal and vegetable organism are af- 
fected by température and season 
and shelter, man, too, must be sub- 
ject to such influences. 


Perhaps one reason there has 
been so much confusion and so 
much disagreement on this subject 
is that we have searched for uni- 
versal principles, applicable to all 
humans under all conditions, when 
as a matter of fact, there only 
relative principles, applicdble un- 
der particular circumstan 


Consider, for example, the matter 
of exposure in winter time. There 
is a saying in England that “It is 
the hard gray winter that makes 
hard British men.” There.are some 
robust individuals who not only 
can stand severe cold, but even 
seem to thrive on it. 


But there are other humans in 
contrast, to whom a 10-degree drop 
in temperature is an invitation to 
cold ‘and bronchitis. 

In recent years the influence of 
climate on health has been subject- 
ed to close inspection. One of the 
outstanding conclusions drawn from 
these studies is that different hu- 
man beings react differently to 
cold, wet and wind, and that a sub- 


stantial number of humans must! 


use every means at their command 
to protect themselves against the 
rigors of winter climate. 

In Holland it has been demon- 
strated that a sharp fall in temper- 
ature always increases head colds. 
In Germany it was found that with 
atmospheric disturbances there 
comes an increase of infectious dis- 
eases, — 

_The conclusion is that unless one 
belongs to that heroic group of hu- 
mans who are relatively insensible 
to cold and who can brave it with- 
out suffering, it is wisest to protect 
oneself against cold, wet and wind 


by adequate clothing and
